Even if those engaged in an industry do 


not want it codified, the all-powerful Director of the Bur- 


eau may impose a code upon 


them, 


When, whether by petition or on his own motion, the 


Director has placed any line 


of business under a code, he 


may “Prohibit the sale of any commodity named therein 
by any person at a price which is less than the invoice 


cost thereof together with su 
be fixed by the Director as 


ch additional amount as may 
sufficient to provide for the 


cost of carrying on business fairly attributable to that 


commodity and may prohibit 
of any commodity so named 


the dealing in or disposition 
in any manner specified in 


the order or, in the alternative, in any manner except the

er ”

AALEEUND, Norway, 

April 7. — Forty persons 
were killed today and many 
injured when a rocky moun- 
tainside crashed into a 
fjord (bay) and caused 
three tidal waves which 
flooded part of this city and 
the nearby village of Taf- 
jord. 

The 40 perished at Tafjord 
when the giant rock forma- 
tion hurtled seaward togeth- 
er with their homes standing 
on a rocky bluff.. Thirty 
houses were completely razed. 
Canoes and automobiles were 
carried hundreds of feet in- 
land by the force of the 


waves. 

An entire family of nine 
persons was wiped out. 

As the waves crashed 
against the shore line the 


4 | rockslide began, huge bould- 


ers. hurtled seaward, One 
wave swept over an area 700 
yards wide and carried away 
everything in its path.

Ottawa Declares no Appli- 
cation Made for Extra- 
dition of Jasper Man 


OTTAWA, April 7.—No applica- 
tion has been received through dip- 
lomatic channels for the extradi- 
tion of James Fahey, resident of 
Jasper, Alta., who was recently dis- 
covered to be an escaped convict 
from Leavenworth penitentiary in 
the United States. Under the name 
of Frank Grigware, the man was 
convicted of armed robbery and 
sentenced to life imprisonment. He 
escaped 24 years ago and for many 
years has been a model citizen of 
Jasper, where his neighbors are 
exerting all possible efforts to se- 
cure clemency for him. 

Inquiries of local officials here 
revealed today no steps have been 
taken through the usual channels 
to secure the man’s return to Lea- 
venworth. In the meantime Prime 
Minister R. B. Bennett and Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt have 
been petitioned to use their good 
offices to have Fahey left undis- 
turbed,

Quit Sweet Songs, Gracious Appeals, Devise 
Taxation, Put them on Spot, Is Advice 


of Economic Expert to Legislators 


Frankly telling the members of the Legislature that the 
financial powers had seen to it in the drafting of the British 
North America Act that any legislatures of Canada should 
have no more power than a parish council over the one thing 
that most concerns their welfare—the ability to control 
money and credit — Major C. H. Douglas indulged in such 
plain speaking before the members of the House on Friday 
fina” as has never been heard before in the legislative 
halls. 

Member after member couched questions, not challeng- 
ing the principles of Social Credit that the engineer-econom- 
ist had outlinned to them in his speech and in his draft out- 
line of a suitable commencement for Social Credit in New 
Zealand, but asking if it would be possible for Social Credit 
to be allowed without incurring disallowance from Ottawa. 

The New Zealand plan would require all banks, insurance 
companies and financial institutions to declare under oath 
the market value of their securities and real estate. The 
difference between the book values and the market values 
of their possessions would be used by the government as the 
amount against which it would be just to issue Social Credits, 
to be used to reduce debts and increase purchasing power. 

“But will Ottawa let us?” was the burden of numerous 
questions asked in various forms by members. 

The Major didn’t mince matters. Under graceful phrases 
he invited the members to show their spirit. 

“If you've got no powers of course you can’t do any- 
thing” he told one member, and added “but I don’t think the 
situaiion is as bad as that, if you care to investigate it.” _ 

“It’s no use asking Ottawa” he told another. “Ottawa 
will say they must ask London. London will say they must 
consult Washington or Wall Street. Washington will want 
to cousult the Bank of International Settlements at Basle. 
The circle of enquiry will grow wider. When it gets to 
be a world question nothing will be done—you know what 
happens to World Conferences.” 

“Use your political brains. Find out ways of penalising 
the financial institutions in return for the way they penal- 
ize you. Nothing can be done by singing sweet songs or by 
making gracious appeals. Use taxation. Use pressure. Put 
up something to begin with and put them on the spot,” he 
urged them. 

“Any scheme will be declared illegal” he told them 
again “and if it happened to be legal, within six months’ 
the financial interests will have found ways to have it 
declared illegal.” 


About the possibility of working out a scheme that would 
apply to Alberta he was equally emphatic. “Given the power” 
he said, “I or a dozen of others, could provide you with a 
scheme that would work perfectly and put Alberta and Can- 
ada forever outside the range of poverty.” 

He disavowed that Social Credit implied socialism. ‘The 
present difficulty does not arise out of private production. It 
arises out of absence of social credit to enable people to pur- 
chase. Social Credit is the power to monetize real wealth. 
At present the power to create money is a monopoly, vested 
in those who do not create wealth. 

The speaker drew prolonged applause when in answer to 
a question of Col. Jameson, K.C. as to what he meant by a 
phrase “all that we have fought for in the last thousand

We will by our 
law-making powers limit your div- 
dend to 6%. Then we will ask you 
to do this, and if you do not do it 
we will ask you your reasons for 
your objection to doing this; we 
will ask you to make a return of 
the whole of your assets both real | 
and personal, at their market price 
at the present time, and at the price 
at which they are held on your bal- 
ance sheet for the purpose of your 
annual balance sheet.”

New Zealand reserve bank, apply 
to the retirement of the over-drafts 
and the loans of agricultural and 
other producing concerns, so that

BUYING REAL WEALTH 

To make that aspect of the thing 
clear and particularly the aspect 
which has to do with the purchase 
of shares, it is for the benefit of 
the general public to consider what 
happens when a large financial in- 
stitution such as the Bank of Eng- 
land buys any form of real wealth. 
Let us take the simplest form of 
what the orthodox economists and 
bankers evidently consider the only 
real wealth, and that is gold 

When the Bank of England buys 
gold it gets it for nothing. It gets 
it for nothing by the simple process 
of giving a cheque or draft upon 
itself for the market value of the 
gold, taking the gold and handing 
over a piece of paper which is a 
draft upon itself. The gold then 
goes into its own possession as a 
backing for its own draft upon it- 
self. When that draft is paid in to 
the account of the purchaser of the 
gold it is used for the purpose of 
services which 
are provided by the general com- 
so that the net result of 
the whole transaction is that the 
Bank of England acquired the.gold 
for nothing, or the price of a piece 
of paper with ink on it, The gen 
eral public supplies to the people 
who got that piece of paper goods 
or services to the true value writ- 
ten on that piece of paper,

The girl's skeleton was found by | 
children playing in a sand pit at 
Woodside Park here Wednesday. 
| Police at once recalled the letter re- 
ceived in 1930 from a man who} 
signed his name as Jacob Ginrovich, 
awaiting deportation in Montreal at | 
the time. 

Ginrovich was taken to the On- 
tario mental hospital at Hamilton as | 
insane but he escaped and wrote a} 
threatening letter to the then chief | 
of police at Kitchener. 


THREATENED CHIEF 

The letter said Ginrovich was on 
his way to Kitchener and intended 
to kill Chief O'Neill. He was found 
on the highway between Breslau 
and Kitchener and held for deport- 
ation, 
; It was while he was in Montreal 
awaiting embarkation for Europe 
that he wrote to the chief and told | 
the story of murdering the girl and | 
burying her body in the park. He 
was not deported but returned to 
Hamilton.

“There is before Congress in the 
United States at the present time 
a Social Credit Bill. I have read 
that bill very cursorily. It Is based

“The more intricate a question is| 
the more certain it is that the mi-| 
nority will be right and the ma-| 
jority wrong about it. Now I think | 
that is a very important matter to 
bear in mind as to the legitimate | 
functioning of a democratically | 
elected parliamentary body, There} 
is nothing in what I say which pre- | 
vents any individual, representa- | 
tive of democracy, being expert in| 
anything at all, What is undoubt- | 
edly the case, I believe, is that as 
the representative of a majority he 
is not there as an expert. He is 
there as a representative of mass | 
desire because majorities feel; they 
don't think. Speaking of them as 
majorities they Ynow they want a} 
good dinner but they don't know} 
how to get it. They are quite sound | 
on the fact that they want a good! 
dinner but they are very nearly | 


|unsound as to the best method of | 


getting it. 

“I believe if pressure is brought 
to bear on parliamentary represen- 
tatives, and in turn parliamentary 
representatives will turn around 
upon the functions of the common- 
wealth of which they are undoubt- | 
edly the supreme repository of | 
sanctions; if they will turn around 
upon the various people who ex- 
ercise certain functions in the} 
State, notably in this case those | 
who actually do manage the money 


system at the present time and 
say: ‘We are not going to tell you 
how certain things could be done 
It is not our business to tel! you 
how certain things should be done. 


You are experts; you assume you 
are experts in running this money 
business. We insist, as represent- | 
ing what is quite truly and prop- 
erly described the sovereign 
power of the people, that you shall 
work this system so that it delivers | 
the goods, If you don't know how| 


to work your own system so as to 
deliver the goods we will provide 
you with expert advice. We will 
not do it until you say you do not 
know how. We will give you a 
limited time to do it, but if you 
do not know we will provide ex- 
pert advice and if you will not take 
expert advice when offered to you 
we will put you out. We will not 
tolerate the state of affairs which 
has produced such chaotic and 
tragic conditions in the world to- 


day, as are being produced by this | 


financial system. 


DIVERSION OF OPINIONS 


“This is where the focus of the 
trouble is but I believe that par- 
liamentary bodies make a_ great 
mistake in saying how a job should 
be done. Just so long as one par- 
liamentary body says it should be 
done this way, and another party 
says it should be done another way, 
the people who are running the 
money business at the present time 
are quite justified in sitting back 
and saying, ‘When you have com- 
posed your own differences and 
know what it is you want, then we 
shall be prepared to do something 
about it. And they will see that 
you do not compose your own busi- 
ness. 


“You hand over the situation in 
my opinion to existing controllers 
of credit by telling them as par- 
liamentary institutions what they 
ought to do. Your business is to 
tell these people, ‘The job has to 
be done. If necessary, remove 
them and keep on removing them, 
or provide them with advice> or 
anything that may he necessary, 
but see that they do the job. In 
that way you place the responsi- 
bility fairly where it belongs. When

MILLIONS LOST 


IN FRUIT HURT 
IN COLD BLAST 


By THOS. WAYLING

OTTAWA, April 7.—Millions of 

dollars worth of damage has been 
done by winter's severity to thé 
apple trees of Ontario and Quebec, 
with similar damage 
eats and other fruit trees, 

ulletin learned today from M. B. 
Davies, Dominion horticulturist. 

Estimates of winter killing to the 
fruit trees of the Niagara penin- 
sula are placed between 50 and 60 
per cent, with similar damage in 
Norfolk and Lambton counties, the 
Georgian Bay district, Northumber- 
land and Durham counties, eastern 
Ontario and throughout Quebec, 
articularly the Abbotsford and 

jougemont areas. 

Reports have not yet been re- 
ceived from British Columbia and 
the Maritimes but it is believed the 
damage there is not so extensive. 
The winter killing will mean cut- 
ting down the apple production of 
two old provinces by half. What the 
grasshopper did in reducing produc- 


tion of the western crop, winter 
killing has accomplished in the 
apple production, and the plans 


made last fall to control the produc- 
tion will be unnecessary. 

The raspberries and other bush 
fruits have wintered in better shape 
owing to the heavy snowfallis. They 
suffered the previous winter owing 
to the open weather.

Agreement Would Be 
Separately Adjudged By 
America — No Promises 


In Advance. 


LONDON, April 7—The United 
States is willing to join in economic 
and financial action against any 
violator of an international arms 
pact, provided that Washington 
could be the sole judge of whether 
such steps were justified, the Asso- 
ciated Press learned from an au- 
thoritative source last night. 

Such modified cooperation in 
punitive measures to guarantec the 
enforcement of provisions of a dis- 
armament agreement means that 
the United States would not com- 
mit itself in advance of any defin- 
ite step along this line. Instead it 
would await violations before mak- 
ing a decision. 

These facts were revealed follow- 
ing a conference of Norman H. 
Davis, U.S. arms expert, with Sir 
John Simon, British foreign secre- 
tary, yesterday. 

NATIONAL VIEW GIVEN 

Davis gave Sir John the views of 
the Roosevelt administration on 
arms reductions and guarantees for 
the carrying out of arms treaties, 
and afterwards sent a report to 
Washington on his conversations. 

The U.S. was represented as in- 
sisting that it retain its independ- 
ence at all times and declined to 
permit any other nation to decide 
when punitive steps are necessary. 
The United States will judge what 
the facts of any given case are 
should violations occur. 


HOLDS RESERVATIONS 

The United States no longer con- 
siders old-fashioned neutrality 
rights as binding, and would not 
insist on the rights of its nationals 
in trade with a nation rightly ac- 
cused of flagrant violations of arms 
agreements, it was learned. 

Punishment, however, must be 
proportionate, Washington insists, 
with only a private warning to a 
violator in a minor case. 

Davis will not go to Geneva 
Tuesday for the meeting of the 
disarmament bureau if the session 
will be merely a perfunctory one.

GREAT IS MOLOCH 


Premier Doumergue of France, facing a na- 


tion-wide strike of government employees, is- 
sued a decree that 10 per cent of the employ- 
ees are to be dismissed and the remainder suf- 
fer a cut of from 5 to 10 per cent of their pay. 
All to “save the franc from devaluation.” 

“Sound” money policy means the same 
everywhere in practice. It means that whatever 
theoretic value has been placed upon a unit of 
money must be preserved, at whatever cost in 
human distress, People thrown out of werk, 
wages reduced, profits destroyed, values under- 
mined, taxes increased, are successive stages in 
the application of “ruthless economy” by which 
the frane or the dollar is maintained at the ar- 
bitrary valuation, Canadians have been put 
through this process of torture. They can sym- 
pathize with the people of France, 


“THE POWER TO MONETIZE” 
In his address to the members of the legis- 
lature, and to many thousands of radio listen- 
ers, Major Douglas put into words the 
knowledge which four years of depression have 
borne into the consciousness of the people of 
All rta—as of the people of the whole world. 
The ground-work of the speech was less a 
recital of things strange and new than a re- 
statement in logical order of facts with which 
the hearers have been made familiar by tragic 
experience. What Major Douglas says the mis- 
placed control of money has done, his hearers 
know only too well that it has done to them. 
What plan Major Douglas may propose for 
remedial action in Alberta, or in Canada, is a 
matter of detail which will appear in due 
course, Which will be subject to exhaustive dis- 
cussion, and on which there may be wide 
divergence of opinion. What cannot be success- 
fully challenged is his basic proposition that 
money-control must be taken out of private 
hands and exercised by and in the interests of 
the nation. 
His expose of the futility of attempting to 
make the present monetary system effectively 
distribute the fruits of production is confirmed 
beyond deubt by the break-down of that sys- 
tem all around the world, and the resultant 
paradox of abounding surpluses and deep dis- 
tress existing everywhere side by side. Some- 
thing more fundamental than mere surface 
adjustments will be required to give humanity 
the benefits of the era of plenty into which we 
have emerged as the result of countless ages of 
thought and toil, invention and research. 
“The power to monetize—and still more to 
demonetize—real wealth must be taken out of 
private control.” That goes to the root cause 
of this depression of plenty. Money, now the 
master of mankind, must be made its servant— 
which it was in the beginning and should 
always have been. 


“ECONOMY” NOT A REMEDY 
The Cunacian Vational wound up the year 
with a deficit, all things taken into account, of 
$58,000,000, The C.P.R. annual report shows the 
“surplus revenue” account is down $16,000,000 
for the year, with no dividends paid or to be 
paid, 

This after four years of studied and un- 
stinted “economy” applied to both systems, in 


the cancellation of trains, the dismissal of 
employees, and the cutting of wages and 
Salaries. “Ruthless” curtailment kept the 


operating costs of both systems under the re- 
ceding level of operating revenue, but not far 
enough to leave a margin for return on the 
investment. 

Dismissing employees and cutting wages is 
only another and very effective way of cutting 
down the demand for goods. Idle men and 
half-time men buy little. When the demand for 
goods is reduced the railways have less traffic 
to handle. Part of what the railways saved 
by paying out less wages they lost through get- 
ting back less revenue from freight. The very 
efforts which they made to save themselves, 
contributed to their difficulties. 

What has happened to the railways affords 
a good illustration of what has been happening 
the country over, in all lines of business. The 
employer, forced by pressure of circumstances 
to dismiss his helpers or reduce their pay, 
thereby cut down the amount of money in cir- 
culation, reduced his own turn-over and hfs 
gross revenue. 

Sharply contracted credit, “sound” money 
and the strangulation of trade by prohibitive 
tariffs have afflicted the railways as they have 


destroyed general business. No amount of 
“economy” can put more buying power in 
circulation; it ean only reduce the supply. And 


the railways, like general business, are starving 
because the public have been deprived of buy- 
ing power, 


GOING BEHIND 
Edmonton taxpayers last year paid slightly 
less than 
They did 2.43 per cent better than that the year 
before, 


75 pes cent of the year’s tax levy. 
In each year approximately 25 per cent 
of the taxes levied were not paid. The arrears 
for the two years amount roughly to half the 
levy of last year. 

At that, this is one of the “bright spots” in 
the report submitted by the city comptroller 
summarising the financial history of 1933. The 
wonder is where the taxpayers found so much 
money, not why they could not find all that was 
demanded. The taxes that are being paid are 
being paid out of “reserves” and literally by 
the “tightening of belts.” 

The other encouraging feature is that during 
the year the city debt was reduced $5,321,548, 
by the paying of bonds out of sinking funds. 
The bulk of these bonds were issued against 
the utilities and paid out of their earnings. 
More of the debentures were chargeable against 
local improvements, paid by frontage taxes. 
The general debt was reduced by $615,511; a 
half million less than the extra expense that 
was thrust upon the city last year by “difficul- 
ties the depression has brought to civic 
financing.” A reduction in general taxation is 
therefore not in the picture. 

Edmonton's position is not notably different 
from that of cities generally. Its troubles are 
not of its own making, Premier Bennett's “orgy 
of extravagance” speeches to the contrary. Its 
difficulties trace directly to the factors which 
have made it impossible for its taxpayers to 
pay more than 75 cents out of cach dollar that 
is needed to keep the civic machinery going and 
pay the interest on its debts. The other 25 
cents are added to the interest-bearing load. 
This city, like its contemporaries, is going be- 
hind—at the rate of 25 per cent per year. 

Unless our “sound” money Premier wants 
a whole flock of bankrupt cities on his hands 
he had better reverse the policies which have 
crippled their taxpayers.

The Passing Show 
By J. S. COWPER 


It's just 49 years ago this week that the 
Indian massacre at Frog Lake took place, ush- 
ering in the North-West Rebellion. The half- 
breed Louis Riel, trading whisky to the In- 
dians near the head waters of the Missouri 
River, had persuaded the 
Plain Crees under promise of 
money and liquor to join him 
in wiping out all Canadians 
in the North-west. 

“Spill blood, plenty Cana- 
dian blood,” was the edict, to 
take place when the leaves 
came out in the spring of 
1885. Wandering Spirit, head 
of the Crees, gave list to the 
tempter. He had the assur- 
J. S. Cowper ance of Riel that if the whites 
were all killed, the Canadians would be help- 
less—that he would sell the North-west to the 
Long Knives (the Americans), give the Indians 
plenty of money, and that they need not fear 
trial or punishment. 

*So when Easter came in 1885, the Crees at 
Frog Lake rose and massacred every white 
man in the settlement save one — William 
Bleasdall Cameron, a young employee of the 
Hudson's Bay Company who had befriended 
some of the tribesmen. Two women, Mrs. 
Gowanlock and Mrs. Delaney, were spared for 
ransom, though their husbands were butchered 
before their eyes. Then the maddened horde 
of tribesmen set out for Fort Pitt, held -by a 
small detachment of Mounted Police. 


With no hope of holding the wooden fort 
against the flame and butchery of the Indian 
tribes, the detachment under Capt. Francis J. 
Dickens, son of the famous Charles Dickens, 
was allowed to leave. The little company of 
traders and their families sheltering at the 
Fort had previously accepted the dread alter- 
native of going as prisoners and hostages with 
the Indians. Two of the police were killed but 
the remainder managed to reach Battleford in 
a leaky scow amid the newly-broken ice of the 
river, 

That was part of the price paid for the set- 
tlement of the western prairies. Some wonder 
now if it was worth the price, or whether it 
had, been better to leave the western prairies 
to the Indians and the buffalo. 


Of all those who went through the rigors 
and hazards of the three months’ trek with the 
Indians, enduring semi-starvation, ill-usage and 
threats, tramping endless miles as _ prisoners 
carrying packs for the Indian braves, one still 
survives, hale and well—the same William 
Bleasdall Cameron. He was among the refu- 
gees in the little Catholic church at Frog Lake 
when Wandering Spirit broke in on their de- 
votions and the slaughter of priest and trader, 
teacher and agent began. He has written a 
book of that epic exploit, “The War Trail of 
Big Bear,” which well deserves a place among 
the readers in Canadian schools. It is adven- 
ture, history and literature in one. 

It's well that we who followed after should 
be reminded of the changes that have taken 
place in the north-west, and the price that was 
paid for our secure tenure. 


A host of Indian personalities stalk through 
the pages of this entrancing history—Big Bear, 
the hereditary chief of the Plain Crees, holding 
dominion on the great plains between the North 
and South Saskatchewan, a man of great 
strength and restraint, a great orator and leader 
—his sons, Twin Wolverine, Imasees (the in- 
stigator of the Frog Lake massacre), Four Sky 
Thunder, Little Poplar with his sixteen wives, 
King Bird and Horse Child, Miserable Man, 
Yellow Bear, Sitting Horse, Lone Man. 


Of them all, Mr. Cameron gives Wandering 
Spirit the place of distinction as the most 
brutat and ferocious. With thirteen Blackfeet 
scalps in his belt, he stuck five eagle feathers 
in his headdress at the commencement of the 
massacre and boasted he would kill one white 
man for each feather. He it was who killed 
Thomas Quinn, the Indian agent, and Father 
Fafard. No wonder that Cameron felt uneasy 
when he saw the cruel face of Wandering Spirit 
peering at him, He knew that Wandering Spirit 
lacked one of his boast, and was angered be- 
cause the lesser chiefs wanted to spare Cam- 
eron’s life. 

Cameron spoke the Cree tongue and under- 
stood the Indian mind. He writes generously 
of Great Bear, who tried ineffectively to re- 
strain his men from blood lust. He gave Crown 
evidence against the leaders at their trials at 
Regina, but was a witness for the defence of 
Great Bear, who escaped with a_ three-year 
prison term. In the shadow of the scaffold he 
managed to break down the hatred Wandering 
Spirit had always showed him. He had taken 
the chief tobacco to his cell. He had assured 
him that the ball and chain should be remoyed 
from his feet before his execution, so that he 
should not be hampered in the happy hunting 
grounds.

liquor and said he would make war on this 
country. He asked us to join him in wiping 
out the Canadians. The government had 
treated him badly. He would demand money 
from them. If they did not give, he would 
spill blood, plenty*Canadian blood. 


Last fall Riel sent word to us that when 
the leaves came out the half-breeds would 
rise and kill all whites. The Long Knives 
(Americans) would come. They would buy 
the Jand, pay the Indians plenty money for it, 
and afterwards trade with them, All the 
tribes who wished to benefit must rise, and 
help to rid the land of the Canadians. 

Imasees told me at a dance one night 
before the outbreak that he depended on me 
to do this thing. I fought against it. I 
wished last winter to leave the band-and go 
to Duck Lake. My relatives lived there. 
Imasees nor the others would let me go. It 
seemed it was to be—I was singled to ¢o it.

“Frozen Assets” 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


A very interesting letter from a man in 
northern Canada tells me of his experience 
when he was caught as the ice broke up and 
how he floated on a cake of ice for twenty- 
four hours. Even though this dangerous ex- 
perience comes to very few 
of us, we have all read of the 
way which the ice in north- 
ern regions breaks up at the 
coming of spring, the huge 
chunks moving on their way 
to the sea. His letter started 
me to thinking how beneficial 
it would be if many people 
could go through a process 
whereby they thaw out their 
“frozen assets” in the same 
way that the ice in a river 
thaws out in the spring. 


The term “frozen assets” is commonly used 
by bankers, and refers to an investment which 
may in itself be of value but on which the bank 
cannot realize its money. You could compare 
these frozen assets of the banker to the per- 
fectly good qualities or traits which so many 
people have which have been allowed to freeze 
over. A frozen asset is a quality which is of 
value, but which you are not using. We get 
little good from our frozen assets when we al- 
low them to stay frozen. 


Some of the qualities of character which are 
good assets are cheerfulness, warmheartedness, 
kindness, and amiability. The person who uses 
these qualities will succeed more rapidly than 
the person who allows them to freeze. 


When you see a human being with a cold, 
frigid manner at all times, you may know that 
some of his assets are permanently frozen, 
while the person who “can be likeable when he 
wants to be” at least thaws out occasionally. 
Those who are timid and shy often appear cold 
because fear has frozen their natural warmth 
and friendliness. 

If you want to make more friends and to be 
genuinely likeable, you cannot afford frozen 
assets. Keep all of your faculties warmed up 
by using them. Take those same good qualities 
you now have which are doing you no good and 
cash in on them. 

One way to start thawing out these good 
traits is by building up an honest enthusiasm. 
Enthusiasm will put a glow of warm interest 
on the face and will fire you with determina- 
tion and help you to reach that point where 
you can do your work much better than you 
would without it. It is remarkable how en- 
thusiasm will melt any tendency to luke-warm- 
ness or to listlessness. Therefore, if you want 
to cash in on your frozen assets, become en- 
thusiastic. You will find that you are more 
cheerful, more free, more fully alive in every 
way. A person with frozen assets keeps others 
away as though he were covered with icicles. 
The warm sun of enthusiasm will cause the 
icicles to melt and disappear. 

Refuse to allow your good qualities to be 
put away in the refrigerator; keep them out 
where you can use them and let nothing stop 
you until you have them thawed out so fully 
that they will help you on your way.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date, in 1884, the Ju-

DOGS AND GARDENS 


Editor Bulletin: The fact that 
there have been so many letters 
published regarding the proposed 
dog bylaw proves that the sub- 
ject is of general interest. Most 
of the bitterness comes from cer- 
tain dog owners, yet one would 
think that gardeners had _ the 
most right to bitterness, consid- 
ering that many months’ work 
can be ruined in a few moments 
by michievous dogs. There has 
been much sentimental talk about 
a dog's rights, his affections, his 
pleading eyes, his great value 
compared with that of a garden. 
Dog owners have gone far in 
their condemnation of the pro- 
posed bylaw, one correspondent 
actually saying that gardeners 
and not dogs are causing all this 
trouble. 

All this talk .is confusing the 
issue, The question is not wheth- 
er dogs have more value than 
gardens, but do the hundreds of 


dogs using the city as a play- 
ground constitute a nuisance? 


Let's be rational and fair, I have 
both a garden and a dog and 
both fill a certain need. To me, 
my dog is a dear friend, but to 
my neighbor he may be a pest. 
To be perfectly fair, a dog has 
no value except to his master, 
but a garden sheds its beauty and 
sweetness on every passer-by and 
is a distinct asset to the city. 


We cannot live to ourselves 
alone. We must concede the 
same rights to our neighbors 


which we demand for ourselves. 
If the bylaw is passed, and it 
should be, it will make no dif- 
ference to the dog owner who 
really takes care of his dog. The 
average city lot is quite large 
enough for a dog to get his neces- 
sary exercise, together with the 
runs he gets wiih different mem- 
bers of the family. 

If we want a dog, we must be 
prepared to find a home for it. 

Alderman Fry is to be com- 
mended on his stand. The bylaw 
is long overdue, However much 
sentimental value we place on 
our canine friends, community 
rights come first.

A 
building not much in use just in 
the right location between the 
experimental farm and the uni- 
versity campus. I refer to that 
fine piece of architecture, the 
new normal school. 

There the young people very 
near if not quite criminals could 
be taught agriculture, domestic 
science, and have the advantage 
of daily letcures from the pro- 
fessors from the university.

Make Your Own 
Garden Stepping 


Stones This Spring 
By DEAN HALLIDAY 
Central Press Garden Expert 

Spring's wet, muddy days often 
revéal the need for stepping stones 
in the garden. The handy man has 
always been able to make stepping 
stones with broken pieces of cement 
sidewalks, if he can find the pieces 
and if he has the patience to fit the 
irregular blocks in the ground. A 
much easier method is to cut out the 
sod in the desired shape and pour 
in concrete , 

A few forms of common builders’ 
lath further facilitate the task. 
Place the forms on the ground, 
mark around them, and remove 
enough dirt to make room for the 
forms. Set the forms so that their 
top edges are level with the ground, 
and fill them with a mixture of four 
parts gravel, two parts clean, sherp 
sand, and one part cement. Smooth 
the mixture with a trowel. 

When the stepping stones have 
set, the forms can be removed and 
used again.

PRESERVING VITAMINS 

Laboratory tests have shown 
that from 15 to 60 per cent of the 
food value of most vegetables dis- 
solves into the water in which the 
vegetables are cooked, An even 
larger percentage of minerals and 
some vitamins are lost in the water. 
When the water is used in soup, all 
these are preserved, 

Cream soups are easy to make 
but seasoning is of great impor- 
tance. A suspicion of onion, a bit 
of celery and a mincing of parsley 
bring out more delicately flavored 
vegetables. The seasoning must be 
| used to accentuate the natural fla- 
vor of the vegetable, not to hide it 

The texture should be smooth and 

of cream-like consistency, A lumpy, 
too-thick soup is far from appetiz- 
ing. 
Toast sticks, croutons, tiny mar-

GARNISHINGS 

Garnishings also must not be 
overlooked because they add much 
to the allure of soups.

To make the simplest cream soup, 
merely add one cup of sifted veget- 
able to one cup of well-seasoned 
medium white sauce. The juice 
which clings to the vegetable thins 
the sauce to the desired consistency. 
This is a splendid way to use small 
amounts of left-over vegetables.

Inquest Into Death of Vi- 
vian Davis, Ranfurly, 


Adjourned Friday | 


The cause of the death in the 
Royal Alexandra Hospital at 10 pm.) 
Tuesday of 19-year-old Vivian | 
Davis of Ranfurly, still remained a 
mystery after four witnesses had 
testified before a Coroner's court 
Friday in the Foster and McGarvey 
funeral hall. Jurymen and Cor- 
oner were at a loss as were two 
medical witnesses to know whether 
or not the young girl, victim of a 
criminal operation, had suffered the 
additional pangs of strychnine 
poisoning and the case was ad- 
journed to 2 p.m, Tuesday for fur-| 
ther investigation. 

Many queer twists and angles of 
the case left the court principals 
puzzled and minute examination of) 
the victim's remains, in the provin- 
cial laboratory, was ordered by 
Coroner Dr. E. A. Braithwaite. 

The dead girl's aunt, Mrs. Dora 
FE. More, who testified without the 
benefit of legal counse:, made sev- | 
eral startling admissions while on 
the stand, the most damaging of 
which was that she had previous 
experience in bringing about illegal 
operations. However she denied any 
complicity in the present case. 


POISON PROOF 

Doctors’ examination of the girl) 
while she was dying in the hospital | 
and the results of the post morlem, | 
pointed indirectly to strychnine 
poisoning, but analysis disclosed no} 
positive proof, The cause of death | 
was set down as a combination of 
factors, shock, loss of blood and 
some other cause undetermined. 

Mrs. Dora E. More, aunt of the} 
victim, identified the body and re- 
Jated that Vivian Davis had come | 
from Ranfurly to the city on March 
29 

“She asked my aid, but I refused 
fo help her,” said witness. 

With Vivian along, Mrs. More 
went shopping Monday, the two 
being apart only a few minutes dur- 
ing the day up to 8 p.m. when the 
elder woman left to visit friends. 

“T had previously phoned Vivian's 
mother,” she related, “and when 1 
told the girl that I was going out 
she instructed me not to hurry back 
as she was going te a movie with 
her boy-friend, Milton Swaile.”

“TI found her lying on the bed in 
violent convulsions. So taut was the 
body formed in an upward arch

that no muscle moved as I lifted 
her head,” stated the witness. The 
aunt told me that she was very 


despondent and had threatened to 
take poison. 

During the next 24 hours the girl 
never regained consciousness, be- 
ing kept alive only by administra- 
tions of drugs and the use of a pul- 
motor, and other meihods. 

“I cannot say what caused the} 
convulsions. It had the possible ap- | 
pearance of lock jaw or sirychnine 
poisoning among other things.” 

Dr, E. Morton Hall, Royal Alex- 
andra hospital pathologist, who per- 
formed the post mortem, stated 
that an examination failed to dis- 
close traces of strychnine. 

There was very little blood in the 
body and bleeding must have been) 
rapid at some time. 

Between now and Tuesday. medi- 
cal and pathological experis will 
conduct a minute examination to} 
determine, if possible what it was | 
that caused the convulsions, so | 
baffling to the medical witnesses.

By the provisions of a bylaw 
passed by the city last year far- 
mers in the Edmonton district 
were prevented from selling 
dressed meat to butchers here. 
The one exception made was veal, 
and in this case the farmer must 
bring certain organs of the ani- 
mal when he brings the carcass 
to the city for inspection. 

Pork, mutton and lamb were 
ruled out. These carcasses must 
pass through local abattoirs be- 
fore they are sold. 

It was the opinion of the city 
health department that these reg- 
ulations should be instituted for 
the protection of the public. 

“Do you think that such a by- 
law is working a hardship on the 
farmers? In your opinion, are 
such regulations necessary?” These 
were the questions asked by the 
B.I.R. today. 


Here are several expressions of 
opinion:— 


|P. BERNARD, Beaumont farmer: 
see, 


“For the life of me I can't 
why farmers shouldn't be allowed 
to bring pork, mutton and lamb 
into the city and sell it to Ed- 
monton butchers. Veal may 
killed on the farm, inspected by 
meat inspectors in the city and 
then sold. Why shouldn't the 
same system be adopted for the 
other meats I have mentioned? 
Does butchering and inspection 
of sheep and hogs in the packing, 
plants make it better than if the 
farmer killed the animals him- 
self and then had it inspected by | 
meat experts in Edmonton? | 
don't see that it does, and the 
present bylaw is taking a lot of 
revenue away from farmers.”

By this method 
disease is quite readily detected. 
Sheep and hogs are more likely 


to be unwholesome and greater |

As was pointed out when 
the proposed regulations first 
came before council, a veal car- 
cass is protected by the hide in 
which it is usually brought from 
the farm to the city. This keeps 
it clean. The same cannot be 
said for hogs, and sheep skins 
are unsanitary as a covering for 
a carcass. Under present regula- 
tions, veal carcasses must have 
the viscera attached so that meat 
inspectors may readily ascertain 
whether the animal was diseased.

Our Artists To-morrow 


F you believe that a Canadian artist is 

one who begins his day by murmuring, 

“T shall now do some Canadian art,” keep 
away from Arthur Lismer. 


No fifteenth century Italian ever sat down 
fn front of a canvas and said, “I shall now 
paint an old master,” and he believes that 
self-consciously to try to make Canadian art 
is to produce something neither artistic nor 
Canadian. 

Long, pliant Arthur Lismer with his lank 
wisps of red-gray hair doesn’t give a fig 
for “Canadian art” as represented by so- 
cieties and salons which ought to shock a lot 
of good souls who have him pigeon-holed as 
the educational supervisor of the Art Gallery 
of Toronto, His is the voice crying in the 
wilderness that the thing to be deplored is 
not the lack of Canadianism in art, but the 
lack of art in Canada. 

“There are about twelve painters in the 
country,” he says, “who are making a good 
living. And that includes portrait painters.” 
But his sympathy is less with the starving 
painter than with the art-starved country. 
He feels that Canada has little of it because 
Canadians will look upon art as the product 
of specialists, instead of a universal tongue 
which each man should speak and under- 
stand. Therefore, he works very hard to 
encourage us to understand the language of 
color and design; which is known as paint- 
ing. 

It is interesting to know that there is a 
man like Lismer at work in our midst; in- 
teresting to get his point of view, because he 
delivers hundreds of lectures a year; is re- 
sponsible for thousands of students, and to 
him come art teachers of the province for 
instruction. He is our principal missionary 
of art, although he hates that expression, 
and what he thinks now thousands are 
bound to think twenty years from now. 

Don’t send your daughter to him if you 
happen to be a modern mamma, aware that 
it’s smart to be cultured these days and 
anxious to add a little art to her music and 
riding. For Lismer is blessed with a 
cleansing impatience, and he doesn’t regard 
art as an ingredient in a thin cultural veneer. 
To him it is a tremendous force, just as re- 
ligion is to many people a tremendous force. 
Here is a rather amazing story which, though 
a bit aside from the point, is also illumin- 
ating. 

Not long ago a twelve-year-old boy came 
his way. A bad boy, with the intelligence 
quotient of a chimpanzee. Apparently they 
were running short of institutions to send 
him to and decided by process of elimination 
that he might make an artist. Lismer was 
asked what he could do with the lad, and 
gently and ironically explaining that he was 
neither jailer nor sociologist, he murmured: 

“Nothing.” 

But he gave him a pencil and a sheet of 
paper and asked him what he wanted to do. 
And the lad, too, murmured the word: 

“Nothing.” 

By some dark and devious process Lis- 
mer got the little hoodlum sketching, and 
pronounced the result “not bad.” The boy 
blinked. It was probably the first bit of 
praise he had ever had, He began to work 
like a fiend, and against the advice of some 
of his associates who feared the lad might 
steal things, Lismer decided to keep him on. 
To-day the learned doctors of psychology 
have decided that the boy's 1.Q. is above 
average. He isn’t a bad boy any more. He 
has found an outlet and a discipline which 
thousands of others much less conspicuously 
anti-social than he was might well acquire 
with joy and profit. 


Like the Communists, Mr, Lismer is 
especially concerned with influencing the 
children, He wants to catch them before the 


process of growing up has dried the flow of 
natural self-expression, He teaches them 
that a true picture is not made by smearing 
paint on canyas, but by mixing the stuff of 
their lives with the stuff of their surround- 
ings and painting what they see and feel. 

Children don’t draw chalk-boxes in Mr. 
Lismer’s classes at the Art College. One 
time, helping a group to appreciate the art 
of the renaissance, he first built a verbal 
picture of the life of those by-gone days..He 
described the magnificent palaces, the crys- 
tal fountains, 

“You can almost hear those fountains,” 
he said, and stopped as though to listen, The 
youngsters heard the fountain in the centre 
of the court of the Art Gallery. “You might,” 
Lismer added, “almost hear the music of 
lutes.” And a concealed phonograph softly 
filled the high court with music. “Why,” 
continued Mr. Lismer, “you might almost 
jmagine that one of the court ladies was 
about to come in and sit down in that chair, 
so that you could paint her, as the painters 
of those days used to do!” 

And thereupon a tall girl, dressed in the 
costume of the period, walked sdftly in and 
sat down in the chair, Without a word, the 
youngsters vent to work, 

Many people, he says blithely, think he’s 
crazy because he doesn’t worry whether the 
early efforts of embryo artists violate all the 
canons of drawing. There are, he points out, 
{wo common viewpoints about art. The art- 
ist who practises like a physician feels that 
a man has made good when his canvasses 
are hung by academies and societies, and 
sold in the salons of dealers. 

But art as neither a social nor a commer- 
cial thing—art as a link between a man and 
his surroundings, as natural as speech— 
that is the thing Lismer is trying to develop 
with his classes of children. Therefore, he 
doesn't try to teach them the rules of pro- 
portion and perspective first, any more than 
a parent thinks of the rules of grammar 
when his offspring first says, “Da!” 

What if nine-tenths of his students never 
become working painters so long as their 
lives are enriched through striving for order

OU ean’t always tell by the dirt on a 
man’s overalls what there may be in- 
side his head.

And Major Burwash, the son of the late 
Nathaniel Burwash, chancellor of Victoria 
College, Toronto, has his own particular 
recipe for success.

During his Varsity days, for instance, he 
played some of the best football Canadians 
are ever likely to see, and on being con- 
gratulated he referred to the worth of his 
coach—an example of doing what he was 
told.

Organized in the spring of 1932 by 
a small group of the younger busi-

team, became its first president and 
guided its destinies through the 
first year of operation, He was suc- 
ceeded to that office by Stanley 
Moher, amateur baseball and hoc- 
key star, who recently turned pro-| 
fessional with the Eskimos.

There were 35 charter members 


in the E.A.C. and since the incep- 
tion the membershsip has increased 
to the neighborhood of 55. 

Its aims are not only to provide | 
athletes and competitions among its 
own members but to sponsor teams 
in different lines of sport in the 
city, To date, these representatives 
have been confined.to minor lea- 
gues. For instance, last winter the 
E.A.C. started with a midget and 
a juvenile hockey team.

Whenever funds are re- 
quired for equipment or other ex- 
penses of the different squads, 
moneys are forthcoming from mem- 
bers who care to contribute. Thus, 
little financial responsibility is car- 
ried by the Edmonton AC. itself, 
which assists greatly in keeping it 
always on a sound basis 

Nor do members thus contribut- 
ing funds profit thereby, Such | 
moneys as they advance for this/ 
purpose are returned but any sur- 
pluses achieved are turned over to 
the club proper for the specified 
use of promoting and sponsoring 
teams

| BE CAREFUL, Down the ages 
these words of caution have echoed, 
| heeded by the few and‘always dis- 
}regarded by the many, who offer 
}as an excuse when the damage is 
done, “Accidents will happen.” 

True. But how many of the se- 
called accidents might have been 
avoided had just a little more cau- 
tion been exercised by one or all 
persons involved? 

In the police records of every | 
large city in Canada today are the 
names of all persons killed and by 
far the majority of them are writ- 
ten off with the notation, “acci- 
dent.” Careful study of records dis- | 
closed that a majority of these | 
deaths are attributable to traffic | 
mishaps, 


HUNDREDS INJURED 

| In one western city alone more} 
than 35 men, women and childyen | 
are killed yearly under the wheels | 
of metropolitan traffic, while hun- | 
‘dreds more are injured, some per- 
manently, And of all these “aeci- | 
dents,” the vast majority are due | 
directly to lack of caution on some | 
person’s part. Citizens shudder at 
the newspaper account of a ghastly | 
automobile crash, but few, indeed, | 
consider the cause, 

Foolhardy drivers of automobiles 
and trucks and inattentive pedes- | 
trians are an ideal formula for | 
, manslaughter, Of the two the care- 
less driver is worse. He is in! 
charge of a dealth-dealing machine. | 

Motorists are exhorted at every | 
turn to exercise greater caution in| 
the handling of their vehicles. But 
the long lists of accidents continue 
to pile up. ‘“Don'ts" have been 
printed and distributed among mo- 
torists, but the majority of acci- 
dents are attributable to an over- 
|sight of one of these important 
| clauses, 


| LIST OF “DON'TS” 

Here are a few that are daily 
broken by hundreds of motorists | 
in the city: 

Don't speed. The pedestrian at 
the curb can move faster than you 
}can stop. j 
Don't pass a standing street car. | 
|Someone might be alighting or| 
| passing unseen around an end of 
the tram. 

Don't cut corners, There is al-| 
| ways the opposite direction traffic. 

Don't drive on the wrong side of 
| the street. 
| Don’t turn blind curves at high 
| speed. 
| Don't overtake and pass street 
cars on the left side, and never pass 
another automobile without first | 
| giving warning of your intention.. | 
| Don't forget that street cars can- 
| not dodge. 

_ Don't approach street intersec- 
tions at a high rate of speed. 

Don't attempt to beat a street car 
or train to the crossing. Cemeter- 
ies are filled with foolish motorists 
who failed. +l 

Don't forget hand signals. They 
Play the most important part in the 
safety of everyday driving 
! Don't depend on other drives to 
prevent accidents. They're not 
mind readers; they may be depend- 
ent on you or they may be reckless 
and ignorant of traffic regulations. 

Don't forget there are deaf per- 
sons, 

Don’t depend on pedestrians to 
keep out of your way. To prevent 
accidents you must do your share 
by having your car under control. | 

There is one more “don’t” on/ 
which too much stress cannot be | 
latd—don’t drive your car if you 
| have been drinking. Hire some- 
body to do it for you. Gasoline 
and whisky have never mixed and 
the motorist who is wise will pay 
the small amount required by a 
driver and save the cost of a new 
car and possible a life.
